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ROM ANi E IN REAL LIFE. 
Most or all ol our readers most have heard of the ro­ 
mantic episode in the loves and lives of the parents of 
the celebrated Thonui- a Hecker, Archbishop of ('miter- 
bory : beino no less a eircumatanee than that the father 
of the Archbishop went to fight the infidel Saracens in 
the Holy Land, and while there, he was wounded, tak­ 
en prisoner, and was nursed by a beautiful young fe­ 
male pagan, who like most young warrior nurses fell 
desperately in love with the object of her attention and 
solicitude.

'| he ship’s yards were braced round, 
her topsails backed, and a boat lowered, which made 
for the party in the water. 
T hey were all rescued <*x- 
cept a young lady, who becoming separated from the 
rest, was carried down the river hv the rapidity of the 
tide, and must inevitably have been lost, had it not been 
for the watchfulness and intrepidity of the mate of the 
ship, who instantly jumped into the fore chains, drop­ 
ped into the water, swam to the drowning girl, and 
being a strong young m an, supported her till the boat 
reached and took them both up. 
i-Mio was taken 0 1 1 
hoard the slop (which was hove to) until she recovered 
when the rescued party were ultimately landed. Strange 
to sa v , the parties all separated without the name of the 
vessel or any of her people being made known to the 
rescued parlies ; and the >hip was soon under way for 
¡New York. 
On her return to Liverpool, the male - 
who was a fine, handsome follow, and who had not 
faded to observe, during their short acquaintance, that 
the lady he had rescued was a very beautiful w o m a n - 
thought it might not he so much amiss to endeavor to 
find her out, and enquire after her health. 
W ith this 
object m view, he hurried over a file of old Liverpool 
papers, and discovered that 0 1 1 inch a day. 183 1 n pm*. 
ly oi pleasure in a sail boat, including Miss Mary ------- , 
had been rescued from a watery grave by the crew of a 
vessel bound out ; but as some forty or fifty vessels 
(which had been wind-bound) sailed tho same day, the 
name ofthe vessel was not knovxu.

geon’s. 
He lay some days in a critical state, and the 
first object that met his vision on regaining his senses 
was the form of the fair Mary above alluded to, seated 
by his bed-side, bathing his temples, and officiating as 
his nurse. 
b h e blushed deeply on perceivim* that he 
recognized her, and hastily leaving the room, -Tent in her 
brother and an o der (but less agreeable) female nurse.

Mary, is this von ?” as 
she fainted away. 
\ \ hen she recovered, mutual expla­
